Berlin, March C— The proposal to re- 
strict Hebrow immigration was introduoed 
by Frolherr von Manteuffol, leodor of tho 
Conservatives, and was secondod by Lio- 
bormann von Sonnonberg, for yoars one of 
oho most conspicuous anti-Semites In 
the reiehatug. Concurrently with tho 
debute on thia proposal the doputioa dis- 
euoBed Prof. Hubbo's roaolution aiming to 
make it more difficult for German smigrantB 
to renounce thoir ullogianco and for immi- 
granta to acquire German citizenship. 
Dr. von Boettioher said that ho had not 
nbtained tho gonoral council's viowa on 
Dr. Hasso's roaolutiona, but would admit 
thut ha was net oppoaod to hampering the 
citizenship. On tho other hand it would 
not accord with tho spirit of tho commercial 
treatieB to prevent a Hobrow citizen of a 
treaty atato from ongaging in trado inGor 
many. Dr. Lieber, leader of the 
Catholics, centre, admitted that Hebrews 
gave many just ciuses for complaint 
against thorn; but with tho rest of his party 
ho was opposed to exceptional law making, 
whiob, though directed against tho Hebrews 
to-day might bo turned against the Poles to- 
morrow, and next day ogainBt the Catholica. 
Froiherr von Langen sprinkled his 
ech plentifully with stalo vul- 
gar jokes at tho expense of tho 
Hebrews ; and ox-rootor Abhvard mado 
a characteristic addreaa. Eugene Richtor, 
leader of the Radicals, protested that Presi- 
dent von Level /,ow ought not to allow auoh 
language Levetzow repliod that ho do- 
olinod to submit to Deputy Rlchter's 
dictation regarding tho dieohargo of 
his ofiicial duties. Bitter poraonal remarks 
woro oxchanged across the houso by tho ex- 
treme right and tho extreme left. Aftor 
tivo minutes of confusion and poraonal abuBO 
tho deputies rejected Dr. Hasae'a motion 
and then voted down Freiherr von Manteuf- 
ftl's propoeal.

Manitoba School Question Still Be- 
fore the Privy Council-Mr. 
Ewart in Reply. 

Claims of Canadian Sealers— Col. (III- 
more's Benefactions— Thompson 
Memorial Fund. 

( From Our Own Corrospondont.) 
Ottawa, Maroh 6. — Tho hearing of the 
Manitoba bchool appeal ia drawing to a 
close. Mr. McCarthy's argument during 
thia morning was dovoted to an attempt to 
show that the Manitoba Catholica woro bo- 
coming rooonciled to the legialation of 1890 
and th»t tho echoola established thereunder 
were non-sectarian achoola. Ho claimed 
that throughout Canada tho sentiment of 
tho pooplo waB in favor of a national Bchool 
system. Disallowance would bo loaa humil- 
itating than what was proposed. In thia 
oaao tho council waa asked to tako tho first 
Btep to aoouro tho paaaage by tho federal 
parliament of a purely local law, as absolute 
und Irrevocable aa both the legislature and 
parliament itself. 

Sir Mackenzie Powell — That is, this par- 
liament cannot repeal or amend its own acts. 

Mr. McCarthy — No, not acta paBBed un- 
der thia aection (subsoction 3 acc 22, Mani- 
toba act.) Could anything be imagined moro 
calculated to oreute diaturbanco than tho 
passage of a law hore at Ottawa to interfere 
with oduoation in Manitoba ? Lot this coun- 
cil not forget that Manitoba was driven 
once to the vergo of rebellion by tho disal- 
lowance of her railway policy, which Sir 
John Macdonald BubBtquently had to aban- 
don. To accodo tn tho request of the ap- 
plicants would bo to take iho firat step In 
creating a difficulty and danger that not the 
youngeBt member of tho council would prob- 
ably live to see extinguished. Why was ib 
aought to bo raised 1 Bocauae about 10,000 
half-breeds yeara ago paBBed a law 
in Manitoba which 100,000 intelligent 
people aought to uboliBh to-day. 
Mr. MoCarthy concluded with a referonoo 
to personal matters. Ho accused Mr. 
Ewart of unmanlineas when in tho course of 
his various addressoB ho spoke of " McCar- 
thy and his Protestant Proteotivo Asaocla- 
tion." Now, he never had had anything to 
do with tho Protestant Proteotivo Associa- 
tion. Ho belonged to the Orange order, of 
which ho believed the Premier was still a 
distinguished Orangeman. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell — I hope ao, and If 
you belonged to it you would better appre- 
ciate its principles and havo a moro liberal 
conception of ita objecta and teachings. 

Mr. Ewart, in reply, first dealt with tho 
personal matter introduced by Mr. McCar- 
thy. He accepted his learned friend's 
disclaimer of any connection with tho 
Protestant Protective Aaaooiation. He had 
not intended to imply that he was connected 
with it. What he had Baid waa 
" MoCarthy and the Protestant Protect- 
ive Association." Not a McCarthy and 
his P.P.A." Mr. Ewart referred sarcasti- 
cally to Mr. John O'Donohue'a abatements. 
In giving thorn to tho counoil Mr. O'Dono- 
hue had forgotten to produce his credentials. 
Mr. Ewart would supply the omission and 
he read a roaolution passed by the Roman 
Catholica of Winnipeg denunciatory if 
O'Donohue and hia unauthorized misaion to 
Ottawa. Dealing with Mr. McCarthy's ap- 
peal to the council not to exercise the power of 
remedy, Mr. Ewart Baid suoh a plan was 
In contravention of the elementary prin- 
ciples of law. For twenty.five years Mr. 
McCarthy, M.P., had beon practising before 
tho courts in which tho maxim was that 
thero wub no grievance without a remedy. 
Ho quoted a speooh of Mr. McCarthy in tho 
Commons in March, 1SS9, in which he con- 
tended strongly for federal interference 
with the JoBuitoatatesact paaBod by Quebec. 
Mr. Ewart will finiah to-morrow, 
At to day's mooting of the cabinet, held 
in tho council chamber after tho public pro- 
ceedings in tho railway committoo room had 
terminated, it wae decided nob to iutorfero 
with the Manitoba school act of 1S94. This 
was tho last day upon which the meaauro 
could havo been disallowed. Tho act in 
question amended the much dehatod Btuluto 
of 1890, which on July .30, 1892, waa de- 
clared by tho judicial committee of tho Privy 
Council to bo ultra viroa of tho Manitoba

IS IT CRUSHED ? 

Conflicting; Stories Regarding the Cuban 
Revolution— Yellow Fever Season 
Approaching. 

New York, Mar. 6.— The steamer Yu 
muri arrived to-day from Havana. Sh( 
brings advlcoa that tho revolution has been 
almost wholly crushed. The opinion pro 
vaila at Havana thut the revolutionary gen 
eral, Sariguily, will bo garroted. 

Xn the otlijo of El Patrla, tho organ of the 
Cuban revolutionists, published at 120 Front 
street, the following statement was made 
yosterday : " Within four months tho flag 
of free Cuba will (list over Havana. Oue 
of our confident iul agents came to Now 
York on the Vigilenclu. He is hero in the 
Intorests of the revolutloniata and will ro- 
turn to Cuba within a wook. Ho telle us 
the revolution is widespread. Ove 
four thousand men aro ready to take 
tho field. Arms and ammunition 
aro being smuggled into tho island every 
day. Our compatriots have already re 
oolvod seven million cartrlrigoa. Tho gov 
eminent is making vain efforts to belittle 
tho importance of tho uprising. It Is great 
ly alarmed. Tho troops already in Cuba 
are Insufficient to oopo with tho revolution 
isto. Spain has dispatched transports with 
7,500 men on board to Cuba, but these aro 
not acclimated, and as tho yellow fover sea- 
son Is approaching ft will oomo to the sup- 
port of tho oompatriots. Thousands of theso 
Spanish Invaders will contract it and die 
Vfva Cuba libre." 

JJon Emilio Muruiga, tho Spanish minis 
tor at Washington, anno to New York yes 
torday afternoon. He went to the Imperial 
hotol, but doclinod to regiator and refused 
to be Interviewed. 

St Louis, March (5 — Lato dispatches 
from Havana state that tho governor of tho 
province of Santiago has reported to tho 
Governor-Gonoral that the rioters at Blalro 
aro disposed to surrender and favorable ro- 
suits from parleying with them are expected 
Boon. An entire band of Insurgents in Ja 
guoy Grande, with Marero, its leader, has 
surrendered. Bantoulo Maaso, commanding 
200 mon in tho district of Mtnzinillo, has 
taken refugo in tho mountains, completely 
discouraged. There is a bind of 100 men 
under Amador Gurra, and another email 
band la stationed ut Bayamo, headed by Kb- 
tobon Temayo. The military commander of 
Guantunamo roporfa that lovoral inombera 
•if Pedro Ptr<7.'B band havo surioudered. 
Officials of tho diattict assert that tho rebel 
force there numbers only 180, all poorly 
armed and with very littlo ammunition. It 
is thought they expocb a frosh supply from 
abroad, and warships aro cruising along the 
coaBt to interoept veaools that may bring 
ammunition. 



VENEZUELAN CONCERNS. 

Ambassador Bayard While In England Una 
Devoted (ireat Attention to Alleged 
Urltish Encroachments. 

Washington, Mar. q — it appears from 

tho annual volume of Foreign Relations, do- 
votod to the diplomatic correspondence of 
tho U. S. for tho past year, which will ho 
publiahed shortly, that tho great bulk of 
Ambassador Bayard's work aince ho wont to 
London haa been devoted to tho alleged en- 
croachmenta of Great Britain on Venezuelan 
territory. It iB understood that a 
your ago Mr. Iliyard Informed tho British 
government that, upon the representations 
of Venezuela of tho injustice of tho continu- 
ed enoroaohments, thiB country looked upon 
tho matter with deeper concern tlun hereto- 
fore and folt impelled to porslst more siren- 
uously in its effort to prevont a probable 
disturbance on this continent involving a 
woak and friendly neighbor who looked to 
the United Stutoa for support. The corres- 
pondence will aliow tho controversy is iu a 
fair wuy to roach a termination satisfactory 
to all coucorned. 



MONEY IN GERMANY. 

Important Discussion In the I'ruailan Dlot 
on the Estimates for the Mining 
Department. 

Berlin, March 5. — Tho lower houoo of 
bho Prussian Dint to-day dobatod tho eati- 
matoB for tho mining department. During 
the sitting, Herr Arendt raised tho cur- 
ronoy question. Horr Buock, National 
Liberal, oxprossed regret that Germany, 
whoso monetary system was woll regulated, 
should havo initlatod a proposal for an in- 
ternational monotary conference. Herr 
Waldow deolurod that the agricultural inter- 
ests of tho country wore boing ruined by 
tho gold standard. Herr Tiodmann, freo 
Conservative, praised tho government for 
its atlitudo on tho silver question and Count 
lCyorn, National Liboral declared he was 
convincod that tho holding of tho confer- 
enco on tho curronoy question would not 
chaugo tho oxisting situation. 



ARMY ABUSES 

Form the Subject of Discussion In the RMcuitag: 
—A Promlueut Socialist Censured. 

Bkrlin, March 5.— In tho relohstag to- 
day Harren Bebel and Voltmer, Sooialiats, 
attacked the abuses existing in the army, 
especially the tyranny and .the ineflioionoy 
of the methods of rodress. Roth speakers 
imputed opposition in the highest quarters 
to the institution of reforms in the msthods 
of proooduro In the military courts. Gen. 
Bronsart von Sohollendorfl, mlnistsr of 
war, warmly protested against the 
Imputation. He declared that the nnmbar 
of oases of maltreatment In tho army 
had materially decroasod. Referring to tho 
inoidont of a socialist membor crying 
" Coward ! " whllo the oonduot of a cortain 
offioer was under discussion yesterday, the 
war minister said ho regrotted that he was 
not awaro of tho offender's name, so that he 
could declare that It waa a cowardly act to 
so attack an absent man. Herr Liobknocht 
entering the chamber a little later admitted 
that ic was he who had made uae of the 
epithet, and ho was thereupon oensurod for 
his action by the proaldont of the house. 



UNREALIZED EXPECTATIONS. 

Connt Sr.honvftlolf Mot an Improvement on 
Gourko as Governor of Warsaw. 

Bkrlin, March 5. — The Lokal Anzslger 
to-morrow will say that the expeotationi 
for Count von Sohouvalolf, tho now govorn- 
or-goneral of Warsaw, havo not been real- 
ized. Tho malpractices there, tho paper 
will say, continuo virtually as under his 
predooessor, General Go-arks, except that 
the officials are loss easily bribed, knowing 
that the now governor is very strict regard- 
ing offonoes of that kind. Tho economic 
and finanoial outlook is bad and agricultural 
pursuits and trade aro at a oomplete stand- 
still. Kmigration too, which had latterly 
decroasod, sooma not to be Increasing. 

GERMAN HUSBANDRY. 

Important Convention of I'artlrs Interested- 
Matters Discussed by the Members. 

Berlin, Mar. 6.— Tho German husbandry 
council oponod horo yosterday. Tho Prus- 
sian minister of agriculture, Horr von Ham- 
moratein, gave an address complimenting 
tho council upon tho thorough manner in 
which it doalt with husbandry questions. 
Baron von Gotta offered a roBolution de- 
manding tho moBt favored nation treatmont 
to oountries outaido of ICuropo competing 
with Germany, tho ovontual establishment 
of u cuatoma union of tho European hus 
bandry statoa, an international Hottlomont of 
tho currency question, and tho immediato 
adoption of measures for ralaing the prioes 
oi oeroals, on tho baaia of Count von Kanitz'a 
motion for a Btato monopoly of oereala.

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
§10,000, Borrowed under tho 
Authority of tho " Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas undor and by virtue of section 11 
of Tho Municipal Act Amondmont Act, 1891, 
tho Coiporation of tho City of Victoria is em- 
powered, when It shall havo a sum of money 
on hand which haa boon borrowed for a special 
purpose by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
whon tho Council dooms it undesirable to ox- 
pond for such purpose tho monoy borrowed, to 
place heforo tho ratepayers a by law providing 
for tho oxpondiog of such sum of monoy for 
aomo other purpose ; 

And wiiERKAa tho Bald Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria has a aum of ten thousand 
dollais on hand which haa boon borrowed for 
tho purpDf of ostabllahlng a cromatory by the 
authority of a loan bylaw known as the 
" Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And whereas tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria dooms it undeslr 
ablo to oxpond tho sjid sum of $10,000 for tho 
purpoao of oatablishlng a cromatory aa afore 
Buid, but deoma it oxpodiont that tho aaid sum 
of S10.0CO should bo oxpondod for and towarda 
tho coat of constructing worka for eupplying 
tho Inhabitants of tho Municipality of tho City 
of Victoria with Eloctrlc Light ; 

TllKRKKOItK tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts as 
follows :

The U. S S. "Columbine" Pays Vic- 
toria a Visit-Steamer "Quadra" 
on a Cruise- 

Lying in a critia.il condition on a reef at 
Mill Bay la the Victoria tug Vancouver, 
which belongs to Cnas. Spratt, wood and 
coal dealer. The steamer went ashore on 
Tuesday afternoon and is eaid to bo beyond 
saving. After tho aocidenb Capt. tteynan, 
the tug'o master, talophonod into town from 
Sidnoy and notified Mr. Spratt. The lattor 
oharterod tho tug Mary Haro to go to Qor 
Bssiatanca at onco. Failing to accomplish 
anything on her first visit tho Mary Haro 
made a second trip to tho disabled steamer, 
leaving hero at 7 o'olook in tho 
evening. Sho took out a scow with 
her and may render valuable service to tho 
Vancouver, but this ia considered unlikely, 
as, according to reports, tho vessel's hull 
will be loBt. There is some insurance 
the tug but it only covers about, one half 
her value. Tho Vancouver was bound 
Mill Bay for a oouple of scowloads of cord- 
wood ur, the time of her misfor 
tune. Some of her working ge»r 
went wroDg and her scowb of course 
becamo troublesome, the acoideut baing thus 
accounted for. The Vancouver underwent 
an extensive overhauling on Turpel'i ways 
a short timo ago, and when wrecked was 
practically aa staunoh as now. If oon> 
pletely wrecked tho tug's loss will, notwith 
standing tho iusuranco, be several thousand 
dollars. Her machinery will, no doubt, bj 
all saved. 

THE " COLUMBINE " IN I'ORT. 

Tho U S. lighthouso tondor Columbin 
arrived iu Victoria harbor yesterday, and 
to day will leave to contlnuo her cruise 
among tho islands and in Washington 
sound, for tho purpoie of buoy inspection 
and the delivery of supplies to lighthouse! 
She haD on board Commander O. W, Far 
lenholt, U.S.N., lighthouso inspector for tho 
13th distriot, with headquarters at Port 
land, Ore. Captain Charles RichardsoD, of 
the Columbine, is a goneral favorite in Vic 
torio, where he ia very well known ; and 
liko most visitors the Captain is an enthu- 
siastic admirer of this city and its harbor, 
particularly during tho seasons when 
weather Buoh as the present prevails.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 

A Well Known Hunter anil Sealer Discovered 
With ii Bullet Hole In His 
HreiiBt. 

Vancouver, March G — (Special)— The 
body of Oliver A. Jockaon, aged about 40, 
was found by Auguat Roberts of this olty 
dead on the beach about 50 yards north of 
the Euolotaw rapids on Sunday last. Da- 
c <used has boon ongiged for some months 
hunting and trapping along the cj&at, be- 
tween the Nimpkish and Euolataw rapids. 
Two weeks ago to-day ho Baid to a sottlor 
named Smith that ho was going to olean up 
hia traps ami Lake his fura to Corttz Inland 
aud sell thorn to raise a grub Btako and 
ammunition. Thia was tho laat aoon of him 
alive. Mr. Manson, J P., was notified, and 
got the body bruught to Vancouver thia 
morning. Mr. Manson aayB Jaokaon'a hoist 
was carefully tied to a rook and tho body 
was lying face down near tho rock. On ex- 
amination ho found a bullet hole in the 
breast and unother in the back possibly 
made by the same bullet. The dooeaaod's 
rifle was in front of tho boat, the muizle 
pointing to tho bow. Near it was 
found a discharged shell, leading to tho 
presumption that Jackson had shot himself 
when pulling the muzzla towards him into 
the boat. Jackson was a Swede. Among 
his poeaessions wero aovorul letters from 
Christianstad and other parts in Swodon ad- 
ding " my dear brother." For two yoars 
deceased was engaged on Victoria aoaling 
schooners — last year on tho Sieward and tho 
year before ou tho Agnes McDonald. In 
Victoria he made hia hoadquartera 
California hotel. 

The coroner's jury roturned 
death by accident.

Berlin, March 6 —Tha address of th" 
Emperor to the rocrults at Wilholmshavon 
waa characteristic of His Majesty. Among 
other things he said : "Just as I, your em- 
peror, am devoted in every act and thought 
to ths ftthorland, so you aro bound to glvo 
up your whole life for me. Our navy out- 
wardly is indsed small, but our disciplino 
makes us stronger than other navios."

Hed Star Steamer for the Mediterranean and 
Palestine Ashore. 

New York, Maroh 0.— The Rod Star lino 
steamer Friealand, having on board 450 ox 
cursionista, is reported aground at Port Said, 
after having landed her passengers at Jaffa, 
Palestino.

Her cargo is being removed aa 
rapidly as poaaiblo. Tho accident waa 
probably duo to her steering gear having bo- 
come disabled.

A SINGULAR EXCEPTION. 

The language of diplomacy is considered 
by most persons as altogether too formal. 
Plain and direct statements are not diplo- 
mat^. If a diplomatist has to say anything 
unpleasant aDd uncomplimentary he uson ao 
many words and his phrases aro bo ambigu 
oua that it is barely possible to gueea at his 
moaning. It is generally supposed that in 
the East the stylo of state communications 
is so overloaded with tropoe and figuroa 
and complimentary phrasea which 
mean nothing at all that it ro- 
c|uirea an expert to extract the moaning 
out of the inaas of hyperbole and circumlo- 
cution. Those who have formed thia idea of 
the diplomatic languago of tho E^et will be 
amazed when they road tho atato paper ad- 
dressed by Count Ito, tholJ apaneae.Premier, 
to the Chinese Envoys on the 2nd of Feb- 
ruary last. Count Ito addressed tho unfor- 
tunate Chinamen with & plainness, a direct- 
ness and a rudeness that even in the prosaic 
Weat would be con8iderod brutal. What ho 
aaid waB most likely true, but it waa truth 
uttered in auoh a way aa to greatly humiliato 
and needlesaly mortify those to whom it was 
addressed. It was tho languago of a con- 
queror to a fallen foo for whom ho had no 
roapeot, and whom ho took a pleasure in 
intuiting, 

" Hithorto," aaid Co tint Ito to tho unfor- 
tunate envoys " China has been almoBt ieo- 
latod from tho aooity of her sister nationa. 
Sho has Bomotimes enjoyed the bonelita that 
accrue from contact with other oountrioa ; 
but as ofton as sho has ignored her obliga- 
tion in reciprocating auoh bonoli'a. China 
haB made her policy ono of isolation and aua- 
picion towarda all others. For thia reaaon 
thoro is nothing aurpriBlng in tho fact that 
xhr. has altcays ignored jnstic( and faith, 
which are moat important lectors in main- 
taining tho eatoom of neighboring nationa, 
aa wol! aa in all mattors of foreign inter- 
course. Thoro have boon numeroua in- 
stances in which Chineso representatives 
havo officially oujreed to certain propositions 
inforeign conventions, and ham afterward 
declined to lign those propositions : and in 
other casts they have declined to carry into 
effect the very matters they had contracted to 
do iit treaties already signed and ay reed upon; 
and. hare SO declined without due reason." 

Having proceeded In thia atrain, directly 
accusing tho envoys of proposing to enter into 
obligationa whioh thoy had no intontlon of 
fullilling, Count Ito ooncluded hia addroaa 
with the following very plain and moat un- 
diplomatic Bentonooa : 

" Tho ([uoalion of tho restoration of poaco 
botweon tho two countries iu a matter im- 
portant in tho oxtromo. In resuming friond- 
ly intercoureo, a convention nocosBary for 
that purposo must bo epooially ooncludod, 
and both tho oonti acting partioa muat fully 
obaervo faith and nincority in fulfilling what- 
ovor torma may bo ugrood upon. Although 
I fail to find uny roason for suoing your 
country for poaco, yot, as we owo implicit 
adhoronco to tho principles of onlightonmont 
which my country roproaonta, I beliovo it 
ij tho duty of Japan Lo accopt tho offer of 
your country to enter upon negotiutiona for 
peace, when China applios for that purposo 
by taking tho proper atopa. / must, how 
erer, strongly decline to enter upon objectless 
and futile negotiations or on an agreement to 



be observed on paper only. I assure you that 
my country is proparod to fulfil what has 
once been agreed upon, but at tho same 
time I must invite a similar assurance from 
tho Chineso Government. In case tho Chi- 
nese Government, therefore, dosirea earnest- 
ly the restoration of poaoe, appoints repre- 
aontativoa with actual full powers and sonda 
its mnat rosponoiblo officials, whose presence 
will bo sufficient guarantee for the fulfil- 
ment of tho agreement, we shall not decline 
to roaumo operations." 

Tho men who were forced to listen to 
thoao atudiod inBulta without daring to 
retort or to ahow by any word or Bign the 
indignation thoy muat have felt wore not to 
be envied. This addroBa showa thob an 
Eastern diplomat, howevor formal and ful- 
some ho may bo to thoso whom he fears or 
whom ic is his intorest to propitiate or 
ploaso, oan, when ho is dealing with mon to 
whom ho considers hiniBolf ouporior, address 
thorn in torma which no public man in the 
West would fool justified in using to tho 
representatives of any country under any cir- 
cumstances. 



SET RIGHT. 

As somo of tho electioneering politicians 
of tho Opposition protoud to bollevo that 
tho oontradiotlon which Mr. R. P. Rithet 
give tho rumor that he had sold hio Outor 
Wharf proporty to tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company waB nob sufficiently direct 
or spooific, wo bog to say that wo have that 
gentleman's authority to state that there 1b 
no foundation whatever for tho atory. Mr. 
Rithet haB novor boon approached on the 
subjoot. Ho know nothing about the 
roport until it waa rolatod him aa a 
piece of city gossip. 

Tho same politicians aro spreading tho ro- 
port that Mr. Rithet has abandoned tho 
British Paolfio project. Thia ia also untrue. 
He haa not abandonod the projoct. Ho has 
nob boen making publio declarations regard- 
ing tho progreaa of tho negotiationa for the 
aimplo roason that it would bo imprudont 
and unbuainoaaliko to do so. ThiB overy 
person who has the loaat intelligence can 
understand. Enterprises like that in which 
Mr. Rithet 1b engaged cannot bo put in 
Bhapo in a fow days or a fow months. There 
ia a groat deal to be done and it is not to be 
expected that those who are ongagod in tho 
negotiations will proclaim to the world 
every step thoy have takon and 
every advance that haa been made. Of 
this, however, tho public may be assured 
everything that Mr. Rithet can do to advance 
tho project will be done, and also that thoao 
who are ao ready to apread discouraging re- 
ports, of tho truth of whioh thoy can nob 
poBsibly know anything, are not friends to 
either Victoria or the British Pacific. It is 
quite certain that tho whisperers and the 
wiseacreB do not know what thoy are talk- 
ing about and have not tho good of tho city 
or tho province at heart. Prudent peoplo 
will not pay tho loaat attention to what 
thoy aay, 



THE DEAD CONGRESS. 

The Fifty-third Congress of the United 
States expirod on Monday. It cannot be 
said that its record ia a very creditable one, 
or that the Democratic party can look with 
prido on its performances. It has not ful- 
filled itll promiaoa, and wo do not think that 
it can be Bald with truth that tho United 
States is tho bettor for what it has done. 

It waa olectod to give tho country a now 
trado policy. During tho campaign " froo 
trade " waa inacribed in tho largest and 
brighteat charactera on tho Democratic ban- 
ner. The dolegatoa of tho party aesemblod 
in committee dociarod that protection was 
robbery, and thoy piodged themBolvoa, 
if tho country gavo thorn a Preai- 
dent and a majority in tho Houbo 
of Representatives, to give it a freo trade 
polloy. The oountry took them at thoir 
word and gave thorn a Preaidonb and an 
overwhelming majority in tho Houao of Ro 
preaontativoa. 

Whon they eucceodod to power tho coun 
try waa financially in a bad way. It was 
threatened with a flood of silver and the 
commercial world waa of opinion that if tho 
stream waa not Btopped a criaia would come 
that would do tho buaineaa of tho country 
infinite damage. Tho President saw the 
impondlng danger aod to avert it called an 
extraordinary aeaalon of Congress. Tho mom- 
here when thoy met took thingB very 
oaBy. Thoy Boomed to bo iu no hurry 
to repeal tho Sherman Act. They dilly- 
dallied and woro months in doing what 
could havo baon dono, and what ought to 
have been dono, in aa many wooka. It waa 
tho Sonato, it ia truo, that caused tho do- 
lay, but if the Democratic members of that 
body had boon united and workod honoatly 
and disintoroatediy for tho general welfare 
tho work could havo boon dono quickly and 
oflcctivoly. Boforo tho cloao of that ex- 
traordinary aoaaion — oxtraordinajy in evory 
aoiiBe — much had boon dono to weakon tho 
faith of tho pooplo in tho honoaty and 
patriotiam of tho Democratic party aa a 
wholo. Nothing was dono in that Besaion to 
reform tho tariff. Congress waa not 
convoned for that purposo but it was aoen 
oloarly onough that tho Democrats woro not 
by any means oagor to perform tholr tariff 
promiscB. 

Whon tho session met ab tho ordinary 
timo tho work of tariff revision waa com- 
menced. It waa thon soon that very many 
of tho DemoerutB woro not tariff reformers 
from conviction; that thoy hud promiaod in 
convention and on tho platform what thoy 
did nob intend to perform, Many of tho 
Domoorata wont into tho business of revising 
tho tariff reluctantly and many showed a 
disposition to retain aB many of its protoc- 
bivo fouburoa as possible. Howevor a tariff 
bill wascarrlod through the House of Ropro- 
aontativoa which, though nob a froo trado 
inoasuro by any moans, was loaa 
protective than tho McKinloy tariff whioh 
it waa to auporaodo. Tho Unibed Sbatea 
froo bradora, who had helped bo give tho 



Democrats their sweeping majority, were 
greatly disappointed when they saw the 
House Bill. Thoy were very far from re- 
garding it as a performance of tho olootlon 
promises of the Democratic party, bub thoy 
oomforted thomsolvon with bho rt flection 
that it was a step in the direction of free 
trade. 

When the tariff bill went to tho Senate ib 
waB mauled and mangled by that body out 
of all recognition. No fower than six hun- 
dred amendments wore made to it, all in tho 
direction of protection. Many of the 
changes 'were the work of Democratic 
Senators, and all the amendments were 
pasaod with their coneen'. When Ihe man- 
gled and distorted bill was Bent back 
to tho House some of those representatives 
mado a ahow of opposing tho Somite's amend- 
ments. Tho Sonabo, probably knowing that 
thoy woro uphold by the aecret approbation 
of tho Representatives, wore firm. The 
Houao would havo to bako bho bill with 
their amendments or thoy would throw It 
out altogether. So after Bomo little delay 
bho House uoooptod tho ohangod bantling aB 
its own. The Prosidont would nob tako 
upon himsolf tho responsibility of votoing 
tho bill, whioh ho evidently rogardod as a 
diBgraoe to the Demooratic party whioh was 
plodgod up to tho handlo to glvo tho coun- 
try a freo trado moaauro ; ho thoreforo 
allowed ib to bec^mo law without hia eigna- 
turo. 

It by that timo had bocomo apparent that 
tho Domocrats had no regard for prinoiplo, 
bub party and poraonal oonaideratlona were 
with them paramount. Thoy fell vory low 
in tho popular OBtimation. Contempt for 
thorn was frooly oxpreBaed by the independ- 
ent and non-parbiaan proaa, and whon tho 
nexb eloctlon day came round the pooplo 
ahowod in the most aignal mannor how low 
the Domocrats had fallon in their estimation. 

Tho mannor in whioh tho Demooratic 
party has doalb with the curroncy question 
has shown that they aro almost completely 
devoid of patriotiam. Thoy would have 
sacrificed thoir counbry'a honor and iba busi- 
nosa intoreata to personal greed and party 
jealousy. Iu thisib ia disheartening to havo 
bo aay bhe Republicans have been quite aa 
much to blame aa tho Democrats. Littorly 
so factious, ao unpotriotio, and ao unintel- 
ligent haa boen tho course pursued by the 
Fifty-third Congress that patriotic men In 
the United States and lovers of popular 
government in othor countries have begun 
to despair of republicanism.

" that Chief Justice Davio will shortly after 
entering upon tho dutiea of hia new position 
remove with hia family to Vanoouver " is 
wholly without foundation.

Tho members of tho Badminton clubof thia 
oity rooontly deoldod that a moro general 
co-operation of sportsmen for the protection 
of tho game of the province was desirable.

sociation wido in its acope, with an entrance 
foe of only §1, ao *hat any perBon taking an 
intorest in shooting or fishing might bo 
ollgiblo for membership, Tho Badminton 
olub numboring fifty mombera at onco de- 
cided to enrol in tho new association 
and a preliminary . canvasiln/r. of 
other city peoplo aecurod ono hundred ad- 
ditional namoa. Tho outline of tho sehomo 
at present is to havo o governing body com- 
posod of Mossrs Warburton Piko, Ashdown 
Green, C. P. Wolloy and E. V. Bodwoll, 
ohoBon from tho Badminton club, and live 
othors, to bo ohoson at a meeting to bo called 
in a day or two, from people not members of 
the Badminton club. A prosptc us and list 
of names will shortly bo issued, with a gen- 
eral invitation to all interested in Bporting 
to join tho now society, which it is proposed 
to call tho British Columbia Game Protection 
Association. Tho objoot, generally speaking, 
is to protect gamo, to furniah information to 
brother sportsmen and to assist in introduc- 
ing into tho proviuco foreign epooics of 
gamo auitablo tor thisolimato. The associa- 
tion will endeavor to havo wardens in differ- 
ent parts of tho province, with tho powers 
of provincial constables, so as to co operate 
in having tho gume laws carried out as effec- 
tively ttB posaiblo. These wardens would bo 
a groat assistance in preventing illegal 
shooting and fishing. At present complaints 
aro being made that people havo begun fish 
ing in Prospect, Shawnlgan and Sooke 
lakes, although tho season does not 
begin before tho loth inst. Tho law pro 
vides that until that dato no porson shall 
ubo or omploy any explosive or poison, net 
aoine, drag cot, or other dovico other than 
hook and line, nor use salmon roo as bait for 
the purposo of taking or capturing trout in 
any lake, pond, running or standing water, 
river or stream, in this prorlnco, under a 
penalty not exoooding two hundrod and fifty 
dollars, to be recoverod in a summary man- 
ner, before any justice of the peace. But 
nothing in thiB soction shall bo construed as 
applying to anyono using not, Boino, or drag 
net in any lako fifty milos square in extent or 
over. The appointment of game wardens by 
tho association would materially aid the 
authorities in preventing Buch violations of 
tho gamo law as are oomplained of.

CONTRADICTO UY CHINESE. 

A Speedy Trial Results In the Release of the 
Chinamen Charged With Assaulting 
Charlie Ah Sing. 

Ah Hong, Ah On and Leo Sam woro up 
for speedy trial yesterday before Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkom, charged with inflicting griev- 
ous bodily harm on Chun (Charlie) Ah Sing. 
Chinatown took groat interest in tho caae, 
tho court room all day long being filled with 
Chinamon. Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy- 
attorney gcnoral, appeared for the orown, 
and Mr. J. A. Aikman for the defence. 

Charlie Ah Sing's atory was in efleot that 
ho had actod as an informer to the police 
whon tho prisoners woro tried on February 
2 for keeping a gaming house at 
43 Fiflgard streot. Tho night aftor 
that trial, ho was Bot upon in a littlo al- 
ley near tho Chinese thoatro and boaton 
klmost to a jelly by five Chinamen armed 
with braaB knuckles, iron bars ar.d a knife. 
Tho throo prisoners wore, he said, among 
bin asBailanta. 

Thoro was a host of witnesses, seventeen 
being for the il foncc, and as usual in 
Chinese cases the tostimony waa vory con- 
tradictory. 

For tho defence, it was proved that Ah 
Hong wus in his own room at midnight, tho 
tlmo the assault wus committed, and as he 
made out a cloar case of alibi ho wus dis- 
charged. 

On and Sam had witnesses to prove an 
alibi for them also, tho former claiming to 
have boon taking Buppor in a Chinese 
restaurant and tho lattor Bwoariug that ho 
was in an opium joint In Chinatown at the 
time of the assault. Two witnessoa for the 
prosecution Baid they saw the prisonors on 
tho flcone ol tho aBB'.iult, but the weight of 
swouring seemed to bo on tho sido of the 

cusod. 

Sing Koo and <,»uong Loo stated that tho 
Chinese Benevolent Society had had a little 
Investigation of its own to try and find out 
the truth of Iho matter and that Chirlio Ah 
Sing though ho now aworo to tho identity of 
tho prisoners, had thon claimed that ho 
could not recognlzo them as his assailants. 

Mr. Juatico U alkom in discharging the 
prisoners said that tho cobo was u Bcricua 
one, not only bocauao of the assault), but bo- 
cauao thoro aeomod to bo a combination 
against tho police Somo of tho witneasoB 
had lied, but ho did not like to say which. 
Tho Court alluded to Ah On, ono of tho pri- 
Bonors, for having ohullled and wrigglod in 
his8tory. The Court through tho interpre- 
ter informed tho Chlneso that thoir bonovo- 
lent Bocloty doBorvod groat crodit for trying 
to discover tho rullians who had committod 
tho asoault.

Smooth Sailing Expected Hereafter 
hi the China Japan Peace 
Negotiations. 



Disturbances Increasing in China- 
Japanese in Hot Pursuit of 
Defeated Chinese. 

London, March — Dispatehos from Pe 
king to tho Times say that tho text of Li 
Hung Chang's credentials as peace envoy 
have beon aocepted by Japan. Li Hung 
Chang waa given an audince by tho dowager 
Empress of China, in tho presence of the 
privy council, who heartily supported the 
miBaion upon which tho Viceroy ia engaged. 
Prince Kung, preeidont of tho Chinese 
foreign office and uncle of tho present Em- 
peror, Bilenued all opposition by presenting 
paperb showing that tho falluro of tho 
Chinese to repulse tho Japaneso waa duo to 
tho backward policy for which they them- 
selves were to blame, and exonerating Li 
Hung Chang, who apoko frankly about tho 
condition of tho empire. Li Hung Cbang'a 
friends sent a memorial to tho Emperor de- 
claring that Chang waa not to blanio for tho 
unproparod condition (,f China for tho war. 
It declares the Kmperor'a tutor, who was 
president of tho board of rovenue, is the 
culprit. 

Under dato of Tientsin to-day tho Times 
publishes a dispatch flaying that distur- 
bances are increasing, One of tho Chinese 
generals In the Shantung provineo was be 
hoaded by h t a soldiers for attempting to 
suppress pillaging. Similar troubles are ro- 
ported at Hanan and Lioayang, noar Monk 
don, which is probably taken. 

A dispatch to tho Times dated Shanghai 
to-day aays : The Japaneao declare posi- 
tively that they do not intond to block the 
Culf of Peohill. Soven rice etoamois left 
to-day for TiontBin. 

Yokohama, March fi. — Tho captured 
Chinese warships havo arrived hero. Re- 
ports of tho Japaneao commanders aro fav- 
orable to raising tho sunken war vesaols of 
Cnina at Wei- Hal Wei. Tho Japanese 
abandoned Shangtung peninsula, including 
Woi Hai-Wei, after destroying tho lortiti- 
cations.

Filberts, almonds, hickory nuts, black 
walnuts, etc., may bo used. Having 
picked out tho meats and freed them 
from skin as faraspossibh — you should 
have a pint in all — they must bo pound- 
ed with a little white of egg to a paste. 
Make a custard with tho yolks of 8 eggs, 
half an ounce of gelatin anil a scant 
pint of milk. Stir and sweetou and cool 
as before and add the nut paste, mixing 
carefully until smooth. flavor and 
deepen the tint with caramel.

THE HERO'S REWARD. 

Philip Austin of Victoria This Evening to 
lieeelve tlio Medal of tho lioyal 
Humane Society, 

There will doubtless bo a largo attendance 
at tho Drill hall on Menziea Btreot this oven- 
ing, for a young hero is there to bo honored. 
He is Philip Austin, son of Mr. J. J. Aus- 
tin, who lust summer risked his life to savo 
Mrs. Huwetson from death by drowning in 
Cowichan lake. The facts of the case wero 
communicated to tho Royal Humane Sooioty, 
whose much prized medal will to-night bo 
presented by His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, just bofore the weokly march out 
of the headquarter companies. 

Flame having been used by the anoients 
and modernB aa the|emblom of life, and its ex- 
tinction as tbo symbol of death, the front of 
the Humane Sooioty modal represents a boy 
blowing an extinguished torch, in the hope, 
aa expressed by tho motto, " L&teab Sclntil- 
lula l'orsan," peradvonturo a littlo Bpark 
may yet lie hid. This design appoars up- 
pliciblo both to tho person apparently dead 
and to tho ono who oudeavors to rcsuscitato 
him. Undor the devioo ia tho following in- 
scription abbreviated : " Soolotas Londini 
in Resuscitationom Intormortuorum Insti'u- 
ta, mdcolxxi" " — Tho (Royal Humano) So- 
ciety, established in London for tho recov- 
ery of porpons In a stato of suspended ani- 
mation, 1774 

Tho reverse of tho modal exhibitB a civic 
wreath, which was tho Roman reward for 
saving life; tho inscription round it ox- 
preaaea the merit which obtains this honor 
from the aoolety, " Hoc protium ; oive 
sorvuto tulit "—ho haa obtained this reward 
for having saved tho lifo of a citizen, 
Within tho wreath iB tho following inscrip- 
tion abbreviated : " Vitam ob anrvatam 
dono dedit societua regia humana " — Tho 
Royal Humane Sooioty presented this gift 
for saving life. 

A Becond presentation this evoning will 
bo that of the silver Bhiold won by No. II 
company for general otlioionoy ; this pre- 
sentation will also bo mado by Lieutenant- 
Governor Dowdney, 8 o'clock boing tho hour 
set for tho interesting ceremony. 

THE ACTIVE BURGLARS. 

Further Progress on Their Part Iteporttd 
With No Indication of Spoedy 
Capture.

McMillan and Mr. Fred Carno, oach of 
whom had received an unwelcomo call dur- 
ing tho night. At. Dr. Powell's residence 
ontranco was gained by way of the window, 
to tho drawing room, and this room alone 
suffered as tho door was lockod and further 
progress was thus cut off. A aet of gold 
aouvonir Bpoons worth f.'iU constituted tho 
chief item of tho plundor. At Mr. Plther'B 
tho evident attempts to force the windowa 
had beon ineffectual, whilo at Mr. McMil- 
lan's a gold watch and several pieces of 
jewolry wero secured without alarming any 
of the Inmates of tho houso. 

The busy burglar was prococding to inves- 
tigate the contents of Mr. Game's bedroom 
— Mr. Carno and Mr. McMillan being neigh- 
bors — whon that gentleman awoke at the 
no r .so of a board In the lloor creaking dismal 
ly. But half aroused and uncortain as to 
tho cause of the Bound, ha naturally inquired 
— " Who's there " 

Hod tho burglar maintained discroot 
ailonco the householder would quite possibly 
have turned ovor and returned to droam- 
land. Ho did not, however, bub promptly 
replied— " It's all right— it's only mo- 
Joe."
